It iH alwiiys an unplottaant tusk for 
ajournalibt to bo compollod to rocur 
to the Bhortcominga of u rulor, and to 
point oat traits in his character that

-which he taBb|00n appointed by a con- 
fiding Bovereign. iiut tboro aro times 
and oooasions when it boaomcs imporap 
tive, aa a matter of public safety, to 
Bpoak boldly and unreservedly ul tlio 
oonduot and policy of those who have 
been placed in aQihority over us 
The habit of miBrepresentatioa id a' 
Bad fault with Bome men in the hum^ 
bier walks of life,' and ' where tbo 
habit is indulged in . by those over 
whose actiODB wei^have ooatrol, there 
is at hand remedy or a means of re« 
. dress that clan easily be ap[)|iied. But 
when thoi ofiondcr is a Governor — wo 
can only expose the- moral fraud, and 
leave the perpetrator to the tender 
meroios of pablio opinion, to bo judged 
as may be thought proper. In re- 
marking yesterday upon the last ofTu" 
sion of Governor Seymour — the moss 
sago on tlio Capital — we pointed out 
that His Excolloncy had boon guiliy 
of distorting a patent fact, where bo 
stated in liis mowBugo that only one 
section of tbo Colony askod for Un^ 
conditional Union; and wo Hhort-od 
tliat ibo people of tbo mainland — \vi lb 
the cxoeplioii of the few inbabitantn 
of tbo little blot on the map at 
Frasormomh — wora in favor of uiiit>- 
ing tbo two Colonies on any terms; 
wo also showed that Ilis Exocllency 
was cot only aware of tbo ixislence 
of this fooling, but tbat bis own dis- 
patches, accompanying tbo Union 
petitions from the mainland, bad ap- 
peared with ibem in tbo Blue Book. 
We have tO'day tbo disagreeable duty 
devolving upon as to conviot Grevernor 
Seymour of an equally grave and 
mischievous inaccuruoy in the same 
message. Speaking of the guberna- 
torial residence at Westminster and 
Victoria, he says: 

"The Legislatnre of tfae maloland was 
Bccordiogly eallnd upon to proviJe u house 
poitably lurni-ihud fur the re?icii-'nce ol the 
Qosetnor, while no such provision wai re- 
quifed from Vmuouver Hand." 
" Now, mark how plain a tale shall put 
tb'ee'dowa I" Governor Kennedy ar« 
Tivediiat^iViiotoria on the 25th day of 
Maroli,.1864. . He found that no resio 
deuce bad been provided tor Governor 
Douglas — that gonllomun buving oc.s 
oapied his own privato mansion. On 
the 2d day of April — only eight days 
after setting fool on our shores — what 
do wo find tbo new Governor doing? 
Among the very first mossagos that 
he transmits to iho Iloutie is one re. 
fating to tbo question of providing a 
suitable gubernatorial residence, and 
enclosing a despatch from tbo Colonial 
o£5uo upon the same subject. The 
Duke oi Newcastle, at that time, was 
Secretary for tbo Colonies ; and the 
despatch is not merely content with 
pointing oatj tbe " duty" of the Island 
Legislature g to . <^ protrude the Governor 
toith adequate ^use accommodation," 
bat approves of "the preparation of 
"plans for a house by d competent archU 
ted " in^Epglaod. In ordeif that there 
may be' no room for a cry to be raised 
that wo wish to defame Governor 
Seymour by faisifyirg iho record, wo 
herewith produqe oupies of the mess 
sage and despatch as laid , before tbo 
Vancouver House of Assembly on the 
2d of April, 1864 :

tions. 

— There appears to be 
every probability that the portion of the 
Crystal Palace, which was destroyed by tbo 
calamitous fire on tbe 30ib alt., wdl speedily 
be restored to its original perfection. Tbe 
shareholders and seasuD'ticket holders will,

Iho Restoration Fund, which will, in all pro- 
bnbiliiy, produce a considerable sum.

lull. They certainly take tho most eileclual 
means to do so by cutting oU' u Icgiliinale 
source ol living from honest inim by placing 
priflom rs at euoh labor iis you have noticed 
this mnriiiiig. It strikes me thai they might 
be more profitaiily employed. I have hoard 
too, sir, that a large portion of thu labor yon 
have ^;ivi.'n the prisoners credit for has been 
paid lor by private parties, and done l)y 
other tliiin pi'isonors ; and if you take the 
amoniil that has been paid and add the cost 
of )irison labor, you will find, unless I am 
misiaki'u, that the making of these roads is 
rather expensive.

'I'he cu- 
liosity of the men was excited, und they 
i\-enl lo work, and by inserting widgps in 
tho crack, succeeded in splitliiig tlio leg 
open, when tin y found it was hollow on tlio 
inside, and that thu cavity was filled up 
will) what oppeared at liret sight, lo ha 
the lull form of a man wrapped in u buOulo 
robe, which, although' bearing indications nt 
great' ago' was still unbroken, and discovered 
inside the skeleton of a man, tbe flesh en- 
tirely wasloJ awny, but the bones still ad- 
hering tngelher, and preserving the form and 
outline coiii|)lote. Beside the bunes of this 
Indian brave were lonnd, it is said, a toma- 
hawk, a quiver full ol arrows, and a bow, all 
exhibiting marks of great a|ia, and doublless 
baviig been preserved fiom decay ' by the 
exclusion of the air. We are nut exactly 
inlonnod as to what course Iho rnen pursued 
oil milking this einijular di-covery It is lo 
bo hoped und presumed tliey buried decintly 
tho leiiiuins ol this deluncl Iod;an warrior, 
and ciirelully collected tho various articles 
lound, as Ihey are lull uf interest to tbe antii.
